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A NEW SPECIES OF GENUS CHORIZOPES 
(ARANEAE: ARGIOPIDAE) 

AND ITS TAXONOMIC POSITION

Chorizopes nipponicus n. sp. (Araneae: Argiopidae) 

Holotype. $. (Wakayama Pref., 30-V-1951, Coll. T. Yaginuma) 

Head broad and much elevated, particularly occiput highest, occupies the 2/3 of 
carapace, sloping steeply to thorax. 8 eyes in two rows. Lateral eyes far removed from 
middle eyes which are in front of head. MOA almost square, slightly narrower in front 
than behind. AME somewhat larger than PME. AME about two diameters apart. PME 
also about two diameters apart. Distance between AME and PME more than two 
diameters of AME apart. Lateral eyes separated from AME by about 3.5 times the 
distance between AME. Lateral eyes separated from each other by the diameter of 
ALE. Clypeus narrow, showing about a diameter of AME. Chelicerae short and robust, 
without lateral condyle. Promargin of fang furrow with 8 long teeth becoming smaller 
distally. Retromargin unarmed. Anterior part of promargin furnished with a row of 
long flat hairs. Maxillae convergent over labium, with scopulae. Labium wider than 
long, slightly swollen apically. Sternum triangle in shape, pointed behind, not inserting 
into between 4th coxae. Palp with a claw. Legs lacking spines except one on basal 
part of tibia III. Each tibia with a bristle. Tarsi without scopula and comb. Leg formula 
4.1.2.3. Abdomen oblong, with 4 conical tubercles arranged in transverse diamond at 
the end. Colulus large. Epigastric plates without transverse furrows. Epigynum without 
scape. 

Colour: Carapace, chelicerae and maxillae brown. Labium deep brown. Sternum dirty 
brown with blackish grey margin. Legs yellowish . brown, annulated by brown flecks. 
Abdomen brown; dorsal folium broad and black with some pairs of white spots; venter 
yellowish brown with T-shaped black flecks. Spinnerets yellowish brown. 

Allotype. S. (Tottori Pref., X-1961, Coll. T. Arita) 

Deeper in colour than female. Although smaller than female, the characteristics 
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same as in female. 

Palp: Paracymbium divergent from the base of cymbium (as seen in Araneus spp.). 
Median apophysis large and transverse, wider than high, with long spine-like projection 
and long tail. Tegulum well developed, but subtegulum proportionary weak. Embolus 
straight. 

Measurements, (see page 11) 

Present species is allied to Chorizopes frontalis O.P.C.,1870 or C. mucronatus Simon, 
1895, but it differs from them in having 8 teeth on promargin of fang furrow and 
oblong abdomen with 4 tubercles. This species distributes widely in Japan, but not so 
common. 

Type specimens are preserved in a collection of the Osaka Museum of Natural 
History. (OMNH. Arn- 19, 20) 

Taxonomic position of gen. Chorizopes. 

The taxonomic position of this genus has long been controversial. Some authors 
have placed this genus in the family Theridiidae, and some in Argiopidae. By examining 
both sexes, the present author has confirmed the opinion that he had held that this 
genus should be treated as Argiopidae. The reasons are as follows. 1) Tarsi without 
comb. 2) Large paracymbium divergent from the base of cymbium. 3) Genital bulb 
attached to the middle of alveolus. 4) Colulus large. 5) Labium swollen apically. 6) 
Many teeth on promargin of fang furrow becoming smaller at distal end. 7) Tegulum 
more developed than subtegulum. 8) Lateral eyes far removed from middle eyes.
